parking lot, repair of the Telstar 
gym. floor, and renovations at the 
Telstar sewage treatment facility, 

Mr. Kinney also read a rather 
lengthy list of recommendatiens of 
the insurance underwriter concern- 
ing district-owned property, The 
board voted to request the State 
Fire Marshal to conduct a survey 
of the SAD. 44 schools, review the 
recommendations of the underwrit- 
ers, and provide the district with a 
statement, listing all hazards need- 
ing correction to bring SAD 44 in 
compliance with Federal and State 
safety and health laws, 

The board appraved Dr. Jchn 
Young of Bethel as school physi-
